Up.

Aflar aa Baettlns Chaaa tha Deaparado 
la Vinally Captured and I.«nded la 

Jail— A Oetatlcd Accuiiiit <>rtli« Whole 
Aflhlr— A Farmer Kubbery Beealle*!. 

ftoCHKSTER, N. Y., Feb. 82.— Daniel 
T. Mclneif y. a inossenijf.T in the employ 
of thu Amfiicwi Exim S3 company, liffl 
at hi.-i hoiiic on Waverly place in this 
city, with three ballet wounds on his 
person, the result of an encoonter with 
a most dssperate train robber. 

The Americaa express train -which 
reached this dtjr at 7:10 on the New 
York Central railroad, left Syracuse 
Sunday morning at 9 o'clock very near- 
ly on time, in chargs of Omiductor Emil 
Laass and Engineer Oaleb Chsnry. 

About hall an hour after tne train 
left Syracuse Measeooer Molnemey waii 
startled by tlxe sound of bfeaUng glass. 
Before he ootdd disooTsr its cause a 
masked man sprang through the teoken 
window and confronted hua with a re- 
volver. Mclnemay drew Us weapon, 
and both men tired at the same tune. 
McInemeT miased bis^mark, but ttie 
robber did not. His bullet penetrated 
Molnemey's left hand, and it was fol- 
lowed by two others, one of which en- 
tered his leg, and tbe other graaed hia 
forehead. 11m robber knockied him 
senaelees with the butt of his Iwolver 
and went at the packHgee in the car. 
The story is told by Conductor Laass as 
follows: 

Between Weedsport and Jordan, tlie 
conductor, E. Laaas, thought that he 
heard the air signal sound, out as no one 
else had heard it he paid uo attention to 
it. In a few minat«s it sunnded again, 
this time unmistakably, and the con- 
dnctor said: *'There is something wron;; 
in the express ota ahead where Mc- 
Inemey isalolie.'* Re and a brakeman, 
H. A Culver, accordin|d7 went to the 
platform between the MroOM*. 

The conductor nuppiMMilfci tlM Aoor, 
but received no renly. Then dltnbing 
on the iron handrail, be peered into the 
car through the opening that the bell- 
rope ran uroogh. He saw nothing of 
Meluemey, but instead saw a strange 
man standing in the car over whose head 
vras drawn a rod hood which covered all 
of hia face but the noee and eyes and fell 
below Ids chin to his bi-east. 

Stepping on the platform the con- 
ductor said to the brakeman, "thero is 
something wrong in there," and 8i<j:- 
nalled for the trtiin to slow up, then 
both he and the brakeman leaned off 
the platform on the south side of the 
car, and at the same time thn red- 
hooded head of the robber protruded 
from the door of the express car and a 
voice sold: "G — d a — n shove her 
ahead," and before either could reply a 
bullet whizzed past their ears. Both 
itpraug back into the coach, uid the 
brakeman locked the front door. 

The train wtis running ver>' slowly, and 
without stopinng it the conductor di- 
rected the rear brakeman to take both 
the red and whir« hiu terns and go back 
to .Tcrdan. signal any train he might 
meet, and t'dcgraph to the city concern- 
ing the affair. The train was tlion 
swung rapuliy ahead, but on nearing 
Port Byron again slowed up on acoouut 
of the semnphore being set against it. 
Arriving at the Btiition the conductor 
set the bralceH on his train and juiiiix-d 
on to tlie depot platfonii and called the 
telegraph o^ieiator. I'resently I\Icln- 
emey api)eared in the door of hbt car 
and calUnl for help, Buying that he was 
wounded and was all alone in the car. 
On heurin;,' this rho conductor 8upix)s«.d 
that the jx)bl>t'i- liad be;-oine frightened 
and left the traiii while it had been run- 
ning slowly, but future dcveloimients 
were to show him how luuch ho waa 
mistaken. 

Another luessenger was put in the car 
to care for the wounded man till they 
should reach Lyons. Tha conductor and 
his crew rctunicd to tha rear coach and 
the train proceeded on it« way to Lvouh 
When the train pulled into the d«pot of 
the last named station Mcluerney waa 
taken off and cared for and then the 
train backed up to take water. The 
conductor remained on the depot plat 
form talking of tha occarreuce to the 
•tation agflut and some others who hap- 
pened to oe at the station, stating that 
he tho\ight tln! roblH!r had left the Irai.i 
before rcai liing Port Byroo, when the 
agent iiit^^rnipt^d him with the remark 
that he hau seen a man jump off hia 
train It WW stBBdiag aCtM de- 

pot. 

While Conductor Laass was looking 
over his train, juut previous to its pull- 
ing out of SyracuHe. he had seen a man 
loiterijjg near it, and liad sliaiply scru- 
tinized the f:K'e. iiA it was a new one 
arouiul tlie dei)ot to him, but he snp- 
poaed that if was some one on duty 
there, and so thought nothing of it; 
now as the a;^ent made this remark he 
turned around, and found himself face 
to face with that stime individual. 

The man hail, evidently gotten off the 
farther side of the train while it stood 
at the depot, bad walked around both 
train and siation, coma down tha street, 
as if fmm the town, and was now lean- 
ing coolly and carelessly against the 
building. Turning to tha brakeman 
who stood near, Mr. Laass said: "Didn't 
we see this man in Syracuse?" to which 
the brakeman replied: "Yes, tlutt's 
him; that's your man, boys." 

With that all made a rush for him. 
but they had reckoned without their 
host, for the stranger, pointing a brace 
of revolvers at the crowd, sain: "Oh, 
no, b«»'8; keep eawy and don't be in a 
hurry.'' He then ba< ked up a little 
ways, ke<!pin^ Uie crowd at bay with his 
tliraateiiing pistols, then turned and ran 
across the tracks to tha ezpreas train, 
wtiidh was on track No. 2, and tried to 
unoonple the engine of that train. He 
ooold not do it, however, and crossed to 
tinabk^o. 3 whsre a coal train drawn by 



one or tne beavy ■'nog- engines, ao. on, 
was standing. Leaping on the front car 
be nncoupled the eittine from the train, 
climbed over the wsier tank, and thrust- 
ing his revolvers into the faces of the 
startled enfdpeer and fireman he hissed: 
"You Q— a d— n son of a li— , if yon 
prefer your lives to this engine, hide, 
d— n von, hide;" and they hi^ Then he 
ptilled the throttle vdde open' and saOed 
awiiy, whistling as he came to the cross- 
ings with al! the accuracy of an expeii- 
enced engineer. 

As soon as the oondnctor had recov- 
ered from his surprise, he nnoouided 
the engine from the train and, taking 
with him a siv-itchman, who had in the 
meantime procured a loaded double- 
barrelled shotfun, he started bi pnrsuit. 
Near the canal Mdge, between Newark 

and Lyons, the fugitive saw that the 
Lght 'ffijiino jnirsning would soon orv<»r- 
Lnke hi.5 icr o!i« so ha stopped hi^^ 
engine. r'.>\>r.sod it and flew dv>u~n the 
track to min-t his ptirsucrs. They saw 
liim coming I. !id got down in the Ixit,- 
tom of the c.nb. It was well they did. 
for as hf (icw p:wt lie let go twa sltot.i 
through the window of the c.ih, wliile 
the swiiclmian djsrli.-irgod one of the 
barrels of his gun ar the nwiftly posting 
engine of the roldnT. The shots of 
neilhfr jiui-sners nor pursued, however, 
tool; p.'iect, and the conductor reversed 
his engine and baoked after the fleeing 
fugitive. 

Again tlie d€^p"railo i I'vcr.sed his en- 
gine and cimie toward Uii n; who were 
SO hotly puvaniug him. .\ t,',iin the pur- 
suing cicuK'lu'd in the l)otii>in of thecab. 
Agaiti til? . hots of th" desperado rang 
out, av.d bfinre tlio balls passtHl 
ttiron^ii t'li* window of t!ie cab aud 
whi.<lU>d hari'.ik's.'dy over tiie heada of 
tho.-je crouching at the bottom of it. The 
switchman tired his* last re)iiaiinn;5 
charge, but from his crouching poMitifiu 
hi.s aim nt the fa.st flying engiini could 
but be inaccurate ■tnd the sliot wa* but 
a random one, and tlie bullets rattled 
without avail again.st the iron sides j\ 
the rapidly pastting iron monster. On 
up the road the engine, bearing the dar- 
in;; dcs^^erado, flaw, carr}'iug him each 
uioiuent farther away from his imr- 
Huers. 

The nion on the pursuing engine held 
a council of war and concluded that, 
uiiiiideil as they wore any fui ther at- 
tempt at pui-suit and capture of the 
robber would be worse than madnens, 
for ho was well arnicd muA past experi- 
ence had taught them that he carricil 
his w<;a|wns for u.so. and would u«e 
them if the emergency required, so they 
backed their engine bjick lo Lyons. 

The fugitive kci)t on but soon found 
that his sieaiu was giving out and at 
Blue Cut, about two and a Imlf miles 
east of Newark, he deserteil the engine 
and ordered the bwitchnian, Ht.itioned al 
the cut, at the point of lus revolver, to 
take the "rngnie back to Ly( i.s, and the 
coiuiiiaud wa." quickly olx'ycd. 

As «oou as wonl v,-;w received in this 
city that an expres.^ robbery h;id beeii 
comniittcii. a:al it wa.s learu'"! that the 
deHp*;rado was somewhere witiiin a few 
luilc-s ot Lyons, propaiations were mtide 
to have Rochester detectives join in the 
pursuit. Depot Master Warren tele- 
phoiieil to tlie police station aiiu sent a 
carna;;e alter Detective L;ipointo. De- 
tectives Kavaiiaugh aud Furtherer at 
once went to the central station, and 
were soon followed by Chiof Haydon. 
Engine d91. in charge of Engineer 
Charles Mackley, wojj placed at the 
service of the ofhcers. 

The details of the pursuit were thus 
told to a United Pre.ss reporter by Chief 
Hayden, who returned to Rochester at 
4:50 p. m. "When I came down to the 
:x)hce stxition Sunday morning I was in- 
formed that there had been an express 
robbery con. nittcd on the Central, and 
tliat word had Ix eii sent to have Roch- 
ester officers del.iilfd on tlie ca.so. I 
started inuuediately for the Central sta- 
tion, Detectives Furtherer and Kava- 
uaugh having prei-eded me. At the 
depot we found Detective LaPointe. 
We waited for tho arrival of the train 
on whicli the rolil)ery was committed, 
wliich was a'KJut an hour, and after see- 
iiSt the men and learning what we could 
in regard to the robbery, boarded an 
engine aud made the run to Blue Cut in 
thirtv-tive luuiutes. 

"We had telegraphed to Newark to 
have a team meet us, but when we ar- 
rived there there wai* no team to be 
found. We were told by the crow of a 
freight train that the robber had buen 
seen a short dislanue east, and we went 
down the track, a»d thus valuable time 
was lost, the man proving to be another 
individual ettirely. We went to several 
houses and tried to get a horse before we 
sucoeede<l. Finally we found a farmer 
who consented to drive us for a short 
distance at least. In the meantime we 
had heard that, is regard to the des- 
perado's course after he left the engine 
ut Blue Cut. taking the road leacung 
south ho went to the house of Samuel 
Gkietzmann. which is not far from the 
tracks, and said that there had been a 
train robbery committed, and that he 
was a Pinkei-tou detective in pursuit of 
the robbers. 

•'The farmer listened to his story with 
inteuHO interest, but told him that it 
would be iiiiix>Hsible for him tuj|let him 
have a horse. Time was precions, and 
the fellow hud no longer to argue with 
Mr. Ghaetzman, so hauling his revolver 
out he told him to give him a hone. 
This put a dilTerent aspect on affairs, 
and. aroing t« the bum, the farmer 
broagnt out a horse aud blanket, and 
the follow WH« off. W* followed in pur- 
suit, I should think, about four milasoo 
t)w road running soutli until we reached 
the house of a farmer by the name of 
Beals, where we heard from the man 
again. In bis flight he had no donbt 
driven rather hard, and after going 
three or four miles his horse began to 
tire, and be stonped at Mr. Seal's to get 
a fresh one. Here he told the same 
story that he did at the other farm- 
house, and asked for a horse and cutter, 
having had enough of horseback riding. 
Mr. Beal informed him that he bad no 
outfit that he would let liim take. Tha 
robber did not atop to repeat hia requeat, 
but, pulling out his pistul, firea two 
shuts so dose to Beal'a head that his 
face was l)Iackeaed by tbe powder. The 
horse sad ootter were hnmnit oat with- 
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oiiiiuiinsr p,irie7)Q)g, auu leaving tne 
other horse with Mr. Beals, the fellow 
started off again. 

"When we reached Mr. Beats, tbe 
man who had been driving us refused 
to go any further, but a gentleman from 
Lyons took Dt'tective La Points and my- 
self in his rig and Detectives Kavsnaopi 
and Furtherer had the horse which had 
been sent on from Newark ia response 
to our telegram. The farmers in the 
neighborhood were now beginning to 
join in the pnrsuit and several teams 
had co'iie over from Lrons. In the 
irty were the sheriff of the county and 
>eputy Slm-iff Jerry Collins. 
"After tracing the robber about fonr 
miles to the south, we found that he 
had turned to the east and then again to 
the south, travelling in all probability 
ten Tiiiles. Coming to Bentoirs swamp, 
he left the br»»»e at tbe side of the road 
struck In the snow and aud we closed in 
upon him. Deputy Sheriff Collins and 
his m«i were on uie west side of the 
swamp, Detectives Kavanaugh and 
Furthei-eron the north, detective La 
Poiutenud myself on the south, and 
there were others on the east side. 

"It was a little before noon when tlie 
party on the west saw the fellow se- 
creted liehind a stone wall. They ex- 
l>ected tlvit he would open fire on them 
and were prepared for admost anything 
but the fellow evidentlv realized that it 
was up with him and that it would be 
just OS well md perhaps better to aur- 
nmder. He illed out to Deputy Col- 
lins that he >va8 unsmed and put his 
revolver on the wall and told him that 
If he wanted te speak with laSm to oome 
np. The dcpnty accordiiiglj Walked up 
to the wall* and, reaching ever, eecuied 
his man, «nio offered no resistance vrfaat- 
ever. 

• Vv'e drove over to LoekvUIe and had 
d oner. While there I bad quite a t.i k 
with the pruoner. I told hiiu th:it I e 
had >)een (loing a good deal of shootin; 
and he replied that he gue^d he h;id 
not hurt :uiy one. I informed him as to 
the condition of the express messenger, 
and lie seemed to be plea.sed to l«\m tbi: 
liH was injured no worse, sjiying tha! 
Dkh Ineruey had fought for all he was 
worth and had shown lots of sand. He 
told me tiiat he liad opened soveral pack 
ages, but did not find what he wanted 
as it was money that be was looking for. 

"In the course of enr couversatiou I 
casually said: 'Perry, you tnust be very 
tiredf 

" 'What's that?' he inquired, suddenly 
facing me. 

" T said that 700 mnst be very tire<l?' 

"'Yes. but what was it yon called 
me?" 

" '1 called yon Psrty; that's your 
flime. is't it If 

-'No sir,' he replied, 'my name ia 
Croes,Williiun Cross, and I cams from 
New Mnibo.' 

'"I asked Crosa'oc Perry, or whoever 
h* may proTS to be. how long ho hivd 
been in Syracuse and oe told me that he 
had been there three or fonr dAj-s, but 
would not say where he had stopped. 
He also said tw me while talking about 
the robbery that it was not his intention 
to kill the messenger, but only to maim 
him so that he cotud not make a resist 
anoe.* 

"After we had our dinner we drove to 
Lyons and the prisoner wae lodged in 
the Wajme county jail at that place. He 
is five feet six or seven inchea m height, 
rather slight in boild and will not weigh 
over 140 pounds. Bit wears a short 
brown beard, was drse w d ia a suit of 
dark clothee, and had a black derby hat 
He is apparently about twenfy-five 
years of age. He was armed to th 
teeth. He had three revolvers, one of 
them a very heavy one, and had on a 
belt fiUed with cartridges." 

The chief is almost oertabii that the 
prisoner is Perry, the man wanted for 
the Utica express robbery a few months 
ago, as be answers ths description given 
of Perry. He was an expert and had 
great outfit in Ids satchel wtiich was 
found on the engine wliioh he ran to 
Newark. On tne engine were found 
three bale hooks and ropes with snaps, 
aud a red flannel mask, a brace and Int, 
a combination safe handle and several 
other articles. It is presumed that the 
robber used the bale nooks and r<qpes to 
let himself ba the window by eiUwbli 
them to one side ef the car ftrom the 
roof, and allowing the rope ladder to 
extend down the other side of the car. 

Detective O'Neill, od the New York 
Central railroad, and. Deteefeivo Ennis, 
of Syracuse, visited hfum lael lri|^t and 
ideutiSed the robber as PSRy, Who is 
wanted for the express robberyat Utica. 
committed last September. There is a 
reward oC $1^W0 offered fur hie capture 
by the Aaeriaan Express company.

The man and woman were hxuband and 
wife, and appear to have been well 
known along the road as a pair of 
tramps, and seem to have been allowed 
to riiie without hindrance. From lettura 
found upon tha man his name is sop- 
poeed to be Thomas HoUey, and the 
woman's maiden name was Bhnun 
Ooorge. Her parents live in Qraiut 
Rapids, and she end fioblagr wece mar-

Wasuinuton, Feb. 22.— The senate 
hsjs more than enough nnfinished busi- 
ness on hand to occupy it all the coming 
w%ek, without entwtaig apon the con- 
sideration of other matters with rsfer- 
euee to which notice baa been given. 
The Idaho contested election ca.'w* has 
the floor. Mr. Stewart, of Nevada. \< 
prt,'i)ared wit :i a speech in favor of t»;.- 
contestant, Mr. Claggett, which, as h« 
announced on Thnisdily, he waaiti a full 
senate to hear. 

Mr. Vance, who takes the same side 
as Mr. Stewar on different gronnds, is 
also prepared to address um senate. 
Should Chairman Hoar, ellihe committee 
on privileges and electkms, be sofllcient- 
ly reoovned to lesmne' his seat aa es- 
pected, he desiree to make a few re- 
marks in favor of the sitting senator, 
Mr. Dubois. Mr. Cullom, through 
whose influence liry Dubois wae ap- 
pointed United Btatee marshal fai Idaho, 
also desirss to say something in favor of 
the oontestee. Althengh the points in- 
volved in the esse ace poiely Mohnical 
and non-partisan, and the leenlt ie ac- 
cepted, even by Claggett's friends, as s 
foregone conefnsioiiui favor of Dubois, 
there is every probability that the de- 
bate may be prolonged tot ssvsml dayp, 
as there are local queetions of Idaho pol- 
itics, uninteresting to the general yxAy 
lie, but regarded as of macE importance 
out in Idaho, which enter into the die> 
position of the case and seem to inaki 
oratory essential. v ' 

The Paddock pure food bill has the 
right of way when the Idaho matter has 
been dispoeed of. There will undoubt- 
edly be considerable debate on its pi-o- 
visfons. A bill to provide a govern- 
ment building for every postoffice where 
the annual receipts exceed $8,000 has 
been made the special order for thii- 
week, but it is not likely that it will bs 
taken up for action for some li;tle 
time at feast. Ab*. Chaffiller has inti- 
mated that he desiree to call op Gov- 
ernor's Palmer's resolution in r^ard t<; 
ths election of senators by the people 
for the purpose of opposing its un me- 
diate adoption, and, according to the 
admission of Mr. Mitchell, the sub-com- 
mittee on judiciary is prepared to report 
favorably a bill on this Buoject. 

With tne probable return of Mr. Hoai 
to his seat in the senate action by thai 
committee upon the judicial nomina- 
tions of Judge Woods, of Indiana, and 
others uQon which a strong fight in ex- 
ecutive .>iession is inevitable, may be an- 
ticipated. 

There has been no onler of business 
arr.mged for the house for Ihi.s week, 
but it is reasonably certain that the 
Craig-.Stewart contested election cajie of 
Peiin-sylvania and the Indian approi)ria- 
tion bill will be di.''i>ased of if not othe' 
inea.sures are reached.

When Mr. Jewell left his home on 
Saturday laHt, after dinner, to come to 
town for the transaction of some necee- 
Bary bnriness, he left his j'onng wife, 
witk htT eoDiiig h&hc in her unns. In the 
best of healtli and spirits, httle dream- 
ing when he ki8^^ed hor K()odby of the 
terrible f:vte that awHited her during 
his absence. Shortly after the hiis> 
band's dt-partur* a nepo appeared at 
the door and awked the whereatxjuts of 
Mr. Jewell, and the unsuspecting 
woman informed him that he had t^one 
to to^n. The negro gave his name as 
Davis, and that he had some hogs to sell 
to Mr. Jewell. A considerable conver- 
sation wa.s ht'lil between them, and the 
woman thus ha<l a pood opporttinity, 
while not under excitement, to noie tlie 
general personal Hpi>earance of the 
negro. 

After the negro had gone ^Mrs. .Jewell 
concluded to visit a neighbor half a mile 
distant, and went out to lock the door, 
when tbe negro, who was in hiding, 
sprang fmm his place of concealment, 
wized her by the throat, and, after a 
desperate strugirle. succeeded in accom- 
plishinif hia diabnlical i)urix5.se. He 
then dragge<l tlie fainting creature into 
the 1)arn, where he kept her for alwut 
an hour. a!<saultiiig her ref)eatedly. 
Finally, when lit* wa.s making ready to 
go, he took up the gim whicli lie car- 
ried, and jneldmg to her pleadings, left 
her and di.>iappeared in tlie wood.s. 

When the husbaTid i-etumcd home he 
lost no time in giving the alarm, and in 
a sliiirt time scores of men were scour- 
ing the country in all directions, and 
during the night two negro(>s answering 
the general de.scripti(m given by Mrs. 
.Tewell were jailed here, but when taken 
before hor she iironounced them both 
innocent, and they W(!re discharged. 
The search proceeded witliout «iiy re- 
liixHtion, iinil .'-(jun it wa** po-jitively 
learned that the name of the guilty ne- 
gro was Ed Coy, and tliat he liad gone 
north towards Little River county. Ark. 

Several j)us.ses at once went in pursuit 
in that direction, and on Tiiuvsday a 
negro answerinL'; the general dewiijition 
of Coy was It n ested and brought here 
over the Texarkaiia and Fort Smitli rail- 
way, and it was at first Irt-lieved by some 
that he was the guilty jjarty. After a 
close scrutiny of liis ff.itures, however, 
Mrs. Jewel! ]i:inimiiced hiiii not the 
man. although tlie hat and suit of 
clothes he wore lo(jked exactly like 
those of her a.s.'-ailant. The prisoner ex- 
plained this by ^a.^ ing that he and Coy 
nad been together on Sunday and Mon- 
day, and at the latter's request they had 
swapped clothes. Coy sayiiig, of course, 
that they were after him for 
minor offense. 

Thursday afternoon bloodhounds were 
. telagraphed for, and they arrived Thurs- 
day night from Hot Spr.ngs. Friday 
morning the dogs were taken ont to the 
vicinity where the negro was known to 
be, but elforts to nse them were greatly 
retardetl by a heavy rain on Thursday 
night and Friday. Friday night the 
proepecte for the negro's capture began 
to look gloomy indeed, it being an- 
nounced that in all probability he had 

fotten out of the country, as tiie trail 
ad been utterly lost. 
Saturday morning, however, at an 
early hour, a message came to the town 
from W. B. Scott, a farmer living five 
miles north of town, saying Coy was at 
the house of Ed. Oivens, a negro living 
near him, and asking for men to come 
ont and arrest him. An armed posse 
went immediately, but before their ar- 
rival the negro started down the road 
towards town, and was intercepted by 
apoit and his sons, and held until tlie 
^MM arrived. It alsa appeara tfiaf a 
posse headed by Noah Sanderson, «Mch 
Lad been out all the wedr, haid again 
•tamck the trail, and they too calM iRxm 
AM Kene after the amat. AbOSt VHf 
mounted guards attended the jnrlagMr 
to town, arriving here about Ao'deof;' 

Qnf waaimmadiately nlaoad nader a 
haaSy eibort. and taken M^M his vic- 
tim, who unhesitatingly prOB^QOood him 

ft ^n»Ij^} He was at ooea ruabedbauk 
ywm and conducted to a room, where 
• lM«T7 guard, both inside and outside, 
was plaoed over him. It waa resolved 
ttutt 00 aetion tbamUi b« takm nntf 1 all 
tiia pwtiaa wko vnw oat should return. 
TktllSiotlSkmtmm toabout 8 o'clock, 
whan a eooaolta^qn was held to the 
room by tha laadara, who deddad on 
banging aa the moda. and Broad atroat 
ia<Eaplaoa<^ death. Coy was aooord- 
fagty led oift and marched for the plaoe 
ofazaeotion. Axriving thara aomaone 
threw a rdpa. haf fba S.OM parsons nree- 
entaatnpashoatof "Bonihiml Bom 
himr 

floina ooa at ttila Junetore fired a 
inn^heatar. and the azcitamant bedame 
finaapKfbaUa. Finally the crowd f oit^ 
tfe0 j»«i whb hdd tha aagio to move 
nana on St«ta Lina avanoa. When n^ 
the poetoiBce some ona who had bold of 
the ropa, whidi meaatfaoB had. been 
pliead -around the prisoner's nadt, at- 
tatnptod to mount a telegranh pola' witti 
tt. He was unceremoniously seized by 
the foot by a horseman and dragced to 
tha ground. '"Bum him I Bum nJm I" 
want up the cry again and Main, and it 
wu clearly to f)e seen that daath by fire 
akne would appease tha wrath of the 
Burginr multitude. 

At tnis jnnctura duurles M. Beeves, 
an old cinxett, mounted an elevation 



sase or tneir wit^es and cAUOraB to take 

him outside the city. This appeal had 
the desired effect, and the cry was 
fumed to "Out of town with him. 
Bum hlml Bum him!"' 

The route to the suburbs was then 
tsVen, and wlienj just over the Irxn 
Mountain railway track, in front of a 
low, level oi>ening, a halt was made. A 
single etnnjp, about t» n feet high, sea- 
s .iie l !ind strong, stood alone in the 
center of this spot, and flnljer tUe 
wretch"d negro Avas dragj7< d. Another 
man wlio favored hanging t)egnn climb- 
iiiiT ihc Hliiin]!. Imf twenty leveled shot- 
guns iniele him descend in a jifTy. 

Without more hAo, the negro was 
then in.ide secure to the stump with iron 
fastriiiti':-'. and kerc>sene wius pc)nred lib- 
erally over him. A .-itiout went up, '"Lft 
his ^'ictim ap|)ly the match; let Mrs. 
Jewell set the tire." 

In resiHJnse to the call Mrs. .Tewell 
emerg<'d from the cro.vd, and her ap- 
pearajice was greeted with cheors which 
almost shook tlie ground. 

Pale, bnt detenuiiieil, and supported 
on eitlier side by a m»le leiaiivc, the lit- 
tle woman walked to the place of execu- 
tion, when' her HJ^sailftut stood pinioned, 
Btrurk II ])Hrlor mat^ h, applie<l it to the 
wretcii in t\\o places, and stepjjed away. 
In a few nioiiients tho duoiiied darkey 
was a sheet of flame, wnthiug and 
groaning in his horrible agony. Death 
resulted in alnjut ten minute*. The 
crowd which sctually witnessed the 
burning could not have b«»cn less than 
4,W)0. and was probably 6,i«X). 

Only .ihout twenty minutes before 
Cov was led out to execution a reporter 
was accorded an inUtrview with hiin. 
The negro said he believed that he was 
going to hi) put to death, but waa inno- 
ci nt of the crime. His denial, however, 
was given in such a manner as carried 
conviction of guilt with it. 

While the ev(>nt is confessedly a hor 
rible affair, il is jastsfied by a large ma 
jority of the [leople of this section, on 
the ground ttiat a desjierate disease re 
quires a heroic remedy, and that hang- 
ing has not ;ui great lioiTor for tha aT< 
erage negro as death by fire.

After the fire was eztingnishad it was 
found that some gnuss near by was also 
on fire, and that some one hail been 
h-ing in the center of the bnmed spot, 
From this clew detectives have worked 
and have just ascei-tained that Lewis 
Ruffin and Alice Cotton, both colored 
liad poured rosin over him and then set 
him on tiro. The guilty persons have 
been jailed. There la great indignation 
over va» crime.
